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Premiums Seen as Way for Dealers To 
Meet Competition of Discount Houses 


NEW YORK CITY -— The use of 

premiums is one surefire way of sell- 
ing electric appliances at list price in 
direct competition with discount 
houses, according to Seymour Mintz, 
vice president-advertising of Admiral 
Corp. 
He claimed the customer usually is 
so satisfied with receiving a valuable 
premium free with the purchase of 
a television receiver or refrigerator 
that he does not insist on a dis- 
count. 

Speaking at the New York Pre- 
mium Show at Hotel Astor, Mintz 
said that appliance manufacturers 
make widespread use of premiums of 
all types both to get prospective cus- 
tomers into dealers’ stores and to 
help close sales. Approximately one- 
tenth of his $20,000,000 advertising 
budget for 1953 will be spent on pre- 
miums, he said. 

“During the 1952 political conven- 
tions,” Mintz disclosed, “Admiral 
dealers offered a set of four green 
glasses free to any person who came 
in and inspected our products. They 
gave away 2,000,000 glasses which 
meant that approximately half a mil- 
lion persons entered our dealers’ 
stores. Many of them purchased an 
electric appliance before leaving.” 

Admiral gave away three Armour 
hams with the purchase of certain 
refrigerators during the convention 
and also gave away *% plug-in auto- 
matic record changer with the sale 
of TV sets. 

Over 10,000 refrigerators were 
moved during a recent premium pro- 


motion in which a $40 liquid blender 
was presented free to the purchaser 
of a unit, the Admiral executive said. 


Mintz disclosed that the company 
decided to use a 21-piece cutlery set 


as a premium earlier this year to - 


help sell a popular 9-cu. ft. model. 
The promotion which began on April 
24 .nd was scheduled to run through 
June 4, resulted in a 600% increase in 
sales. At the end of four weeks, the 
company had sold out its entire 
supply. 

The arrival of hot summer weather 
furnished the impetus for the next 
Admiral refrigerator promotion—a 
free summer supply of 12 cases of 
Coca-Cola with the purchase of any 
refrigerator. Now the company is 
offering a $42.95 fair-traded auto- 
matic electric blanket as a premium 
to refrigerator purchasers. 


Needed: “Practical Method of 
Refrigerating Milk Vehicles’ 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.—The milk in- 
dustry needs “a practical method of 
refrigerating milk delivery vehicles,” 
H. F. Judkins, director of the Na- 
tional Dairy Products Co., told the 
annual convention of the New York 
State Association of Milk Sanitarians. 

Judkins also stated that the trend 
in the milk industry is toward larger 
production units, using pipeline 
milkers, farm cooling tanks, and tank 
trucks.

Nersa Issues Report on 
Compensating Salesmen 


PHILADELPHIA—A detailed re- 
port on methods of compensating 
salesmen has been compiled by the 
National Commercial Refrigerator 
Sales Association here from informa- 
tion supplied by 53 members. 

Salary plus commission or bonus 
is employed by 28 commercial refrig- 
eration firms, the report shows; 19 
use straight commission, and 11 have 
profit sharing. 

(There is some overlapping of these 
figures because some firms use more 
than one method for different sales- 
men.) 

In addition, five of the 53 also have 
some salesmen working on a straight 
salary. The latter ranges from $85 
to $140 per week. 

Those firms offering salary plus 
commission or bonus indicated the 
salary range was from $40 to $150 a 
week. Salesmen working on straight 
commission got from 6% to 15% and 
drawing accounts that ranged from 
nothing to $150 a week. 

The report, which is available from 
NCRSA headquarters here, goes into 
great detail, showing the exact basis 
of compensation, expenses allowed, 


etc.

be manufactured for 1953, represent- 
ing a business of $300,000,000 at the 
consumer level. “In number of units, 
this represents a seven and one-half 
times growth in a five-year period 
and a fifteen times growth in a seven- 
year period.” 

Lauer, pointing out the _ rapid 
growth factor in air conditioning, 
noted that in the seven-year period 
the number of manufacturers of room 
air conditioners rose from five in 
1947 to 68 in 1953. “The real ac- 
celeration took place between 1952 
and 1953 when the number rose from 
22 to 68.” He estimated that there 
will be 90 or more manufacturers in 
1954. 

Air conditioning for automobiles is 
“any man’s guess,”’ Lauer said. But 
he believed that the development of 
such air conditioning would be found 
in “the lap of chemical research and 
development rather than in mechani- 
cal gadgets.” The size of this air 
conditioning market, he observed, de- 
pends upon the first costs and con- 
veni »nce of the application. 

Year-round air conditioning of 
large, multi-space buildings repre- 
sents a very large potential, Lauer 
said. This market includes office 
buildings of the elevator type, hotels, 
hospitals, and multi-story apart- 
ments. However, the growth rate of 
construction was seen as rather low 
in per cent total—-somewhere in the 
area of 2% or less, and saturation 
was judged to be well below 15%. 

The trouble is the inconvenience

results. Lauer declared the answer to 
this problem lies in a substantially 
simplified air conditioning system 
easier and less costly to install yet 
one which would produce equivalent 
results. 

He predicted that the answer “is 
coming soon through intensive re- 
search and development which should 
create a tremendous impetus in 
cracking this market wide open.” 

The same applies for the potential 
giant of residential air conditioning, 
he said. 

Lauer noted that people are going to 
become very fussy about costs when 
the early novelty to year-round air 
conditioning wears off. 

According to Lauer the “settling 
down” period is just ahead of the air 
conditioning industry, and he asserted 
that “it should come out of the 
laboratory,” explaining that design 
and technical improvements are con- 
stantly required to assist in product 
turnover and “put off the evil day 
of high saturation.”

2 Windsor Deaths Run 
‘Death Trap’ Toll to 18 


WINDSOR, Ont., Can.—-Two more 
child victims were claimed by an 
abandoned refrigerator here last 
week. This runs the number of 
children to die in such death traps 
during the past 50 days to 18. 


The four-year-old boys, having the 
dubious distinction of being the first 
to die in this fashion in Canada this 
year, were Harold Cooney and An- 
drew Strachan. 

They were found by Harold's 
father, Charles Cooney, in an old 
ice box stored in a shed behind a 
neighbor’s home. Neighbors had been 
searching for the children for four 
hours. 

Aware of the abandoned ice box 
menace, Mrs. Cooney had started off 
in a search for such relics. But it 
was Mrs. Strachan who asked Ed- 
mund Prawdzik for permission to 
search his shed. Prawdzik and 
Cooney went out to look. When 
Prawdzik opened the door of the re- 
frigerator, Cooney found his son and 
Andrew, suffocated. 

Windsor has no ordinance to pre- 
vent the abandoning of old ice boxes 
without removing doors or latches. 
Detroit, across the river, where a 
six-year-old lad died in a refriger- 
ator in August, just recently passed 
one. Detroit police have instructions 
from their superintendent to enforce 
the new ordinance strictly.

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Frozen Foods for Freezers 


Locker Operators Advised To Merchandise Large Boxes 
Of Loose Packed Frozen Foods To Meet Competition 


CHICAGO—Locker plants who can’t 
get national frozen food brands or 
compete with supermarkets may find 
an answer in king-size 2 to 2%%-lb. 
loose pack. 

This was one suggestion offered 
during a panel discussion on “How 
to Buy Frozen Foods” at the 14th 
National Frozen Food Locker Con- 
vention held at the Morrison hotel 
here. 

Anxious to expand their sales of 
commercially packed frozen foods but 
in many instances being unable to get 
well-known brands at a price low 
enough to meet the competition of 
mass-buying “supers,” some opera- 
tors are even thinking about their 
own private brand. 


ASSORTED PACKAGES BOOSTS 
VOLUME TO CARLOAD LOTS 


One member of the panel, how- 
ever, Tom Bean, a New Orleans 
locker plant operator, revealed how 
he had expanded his operations to 
the point where he is buying frozen 
foods in carload lots from a Chicago 
distributor. Part of his success, he in- 
dicated, came from sales of assorted 
packages of 30 to 40 lbs. providing 
as many as 27 different combinations 
which gave the customers 15 to 20% 
savings. 

Other panel members included 
Wesley H. Larsen of Cedergreen 
Pack (packer); Charles Peterson of 
E. A Aaron & Bros. (broker); Harry 
Schauffler, executive director, Na- 
tional Wholesale Frozen Food Dis- 
tributors Association (distributor), 
and Bean, with L. B. Mann of the 
U. S. Department of Argiculture 
serving as chairman. 

It was the Larsen, the first speaker, 
who suggested that king-size loose- 
packed frozen foods would be ideal 
for locker plant operators. 

“Packers are afraid of retailer and 
broker resistance to their supplying 
locker plants,’ Larsen admitted, 
“but should locker plants try to com- 
pete with chains on their own terms, 
that is, the small packages?” 


SMALL PACKAGE DESIGNED 
FOR IMPULSE BUYING 
The 8 and 10-oz. packages, he said, 


were designed primarily for impulse 
buying, but the larger institutional 


size packages “are ideal for the 
locker operator and the _ freezer 
owner.” 


Lack of freezer space would keep 
the 2%-lb. packages out of super- 
markets, according to Larsen, and 
at the same time let locker operators 
offer a better price per ounce on 
frozen foods. 

In the larger pack, he said, tip as- 
paragus sells for 29 cents a pound, 
equivalent to 18 cents for a 10-oz. 
package, a price considerably less 
than that offered at retail. 

Another advantage of the king-size 
package is the loose-pack feature, he 
also pointed out. The housewife can 
pour out the exact amount of food 
she needs for a meal and place the 
rest back in the freezer. The smaller 
conventional package is often either 
too little or too much, Larsen pointed

out. 


LARGE SELECTION OF TOP 
QUALITY FOODS ESSENTIAL 


Operator Bean’s experience with 


assorted packages (which he obtains 
from the distributor) led him to state 
that “this idea is definitely the com- | 
ing thing.” But he emphasized that | 
for successful food sales the locker | 
operator must also have a large 
variety and quantity of frozen foods © 
on hand, “especially if you're serv- | 
ing a food plan,” and that “you must | 
maintain Grade A quality.” 
The topic of grading frozen foods 
was discussed at some length by | 
audience members and panelists, the 
operators wanting to know why the | 
grade was not indicated on the pack- | 
age. 
_ Peterson explained: “Canned 
goods are graded on the can because 
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their quality won’t change. Frozen 
foods are perishables and will deterio- 
rate with age, exposure to heat, and 
handling. So what was grade A food 
at the time of freezing may not be 
quite so good when sold or consumed. 
Thus, there is no grade on the pack- 
age.” ; 

Locker operators were advised, 
however, that local offices of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture are pre- 
pared to inspect and determine the 
grade of frozen foods and will do so 
upon request. 


SURVEY SHOWS ONLY 63% 
OF LOCKER PLANTS HANDLE 
FROZEN FOODS 


But the major problem facing 
locker operators, the panel members 
agreed, was that of stepping up their 
sales and _ promotional activities. 
Mann, the moderator, had mentioned 
a recent USDA survey which showed 
that $161 per plant per week was the 
average frozen food sales of locker 
plants, and that only 63% of 11,000

plants in the country were selling 
frozen foods. 

“The problem of buying frozen 
foods is not very important if you 
operators are only selling an average 
of $161 a week,” commented Schauf- 
fler of the frozen food distributors 
association. 

Locker operators, he suggested, 
“should get the man who is the best 
local expert to buy your frozen foods 
for you.” 

He also warned: “I don’t think 
enough refrigerated warehouse space 
is being provided to take care of 
the future of frozen foods, which will 
double in the next few years.” 

“How much of a frozen food in- 
ventory should a locker operator 
carry?” the panel was asked. 


OPERATOR SHOULD BUY 
FROZEN FOODS WEEKLY 
AND NOT WAREHOUSE THEM 


“It shouldn’t be necessary for the 
locker operator to carry any large 
stock,” declared Broker Peterson. 
“Buy it weekly, and let the distributor 
stock it. In business you have to 
change your money many times a 
year because the only time you make 
money is when you change it. Re- 
member,” he advised, ‘‘you’re selling 
frozen foods and not warehousing 
them.” 

As for the suggestion from the floor 
that locker operators might have 
their own private brand of frozen 
foods and thereby solve problems of 
discounts and quality, this was seen 
as future possibility of the “Certified 
Freezer Food Suppliers of America” 
program presented at this conven- 
tion. 

However, no immediate plans for 
such a label are provided in the Cer- 
tified program, announced Robert L. 
Maderia, NFFLI secretary. 


Freezing Quantity Guide 
Ready for Revco Dealers 


DEERFIELD, Mich.—-Revco, Inc. 
announces that a new home freezing 
quantity guide is now available to its 
dealers for their customers. 

The novel guide quickly gives the 
number of pint packages which will 
be yielded from garden and market 
quantities of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables, according to the company. 
Data in the circular chart tells the 
homemaker how much food to freeze 
for the family and how many con- 
tainers will be required for the pro- 
cessed food. 

The dial guide supplements another 
one, available from Revco freezer 
dealers, which gives data on prepar- 
ing fresh fruits and vegetables with 
reference to blanching time and type 
of syrup pack preferred for fruits.

TOLEDO—-A little 6 by 10 ft. office 
at the rear of his display floor speeds 
up the handling of telephone business 
for Jack Golob, who runs Central Ap- 
pliance Co. here. 

Golob has his main office upstairs. 
But here on the sales floor, sales 
manager Leonard Thal has within his 
reach all the records he will need to 
answer almost any query he is likely 
to get over the telephone. This saves 
considerable time that would other- 
wise be lost by running upstairs. 

Sitting in the center of the office, 
Thal can almost literally put his hand 


there. In front of him on a counter- 
desk that runs along one wall of the 
office, is the all-important telephone.

The 
other bears the names of customers 
who have service contracts with the 
company. The cards tell at a glance 
what service has been performed. 

With these wheels in front of him, 
Thal does not even have to pause in 
his conversation to find out whether 
or not the caller is entitled to serv- 
ice and which kind. 

The desk top also contains other 


normal office equipment such as 
adding machine, order writing ma- 
chines, and filing spikes. 

At Thal’s left, beneath the counter, 
is a file containing addressograph 
plates of all old customers of the 
store, handy for promotional mail- 
ings. There is also a drawer in which 
are kept all orders written that day— 
handy to clarify any questions on the 
part of new purchasers and to make 
a quick check of the day’s activity. 
At the end of the day, these records 
are sent to the main office upstairs. 

To Thal’s right is a file cabinet 
containing three sets of files. One is 
for sales made during the current 
year, the second is for sales made 
during the previous year, and the 
third is for complete service records.

St. Petersburg Code Regulates Draining, May Force 
Use of Plumbers for Any Appliance Using Water 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.—This city 
has a new plumbing code that pro- 
hibits drainage of washing machines 
onto the lawn or into a flower bed. 

Instead, the appliance will have to 
drain off into a sewer or a septic tank. 
City Manager Ross Windom and 
Plumbing Inspector Archie Hunt say 
the new rule is primarily for health 
purposes and is a step that “had to 
come” with growth of the city. 

Some appliance dealers feel other- 
wise, however. They say the measure 
is a restrictive one, both for custom- 
ers and the dealers. 

According to Hunt, washing ma- 
chines “have always created an un- 
sanitary condition when drained upon 
the ground and have become a 
nuisance to the community.” 

Applying the law to old installa- 
tions would work a hardship, Hunt 
added, but he said that if a complaint 
was entered against a homeowner 
who drains his wash water out the 
side of his garage, plumbing inspec- 
tors would have to make the resi- 
dent comply with the code. 

Withers Lee, manager of Todd 
Hyatt store, said the practice of 
draining wash water into yards is 
common practice here and apparently 
does no harm. 

Other dealers say the new rule 
may make it cost $75 to $100 to in- 
stall a new washing machine. For, ac- 
cording to Hunt, where the premises 


are served by a septic tank, the tank 
will have to be enlarged, or a small 
separate tank installed to handle the 
additional load of waste water. 

Bill Hall, manager of Hall Maytag 
Co., said he felt the new code was a 
crippling one. City residents shouldn’t 
be penalized, according to Hall, be- 
cause there aren't sanitary sewers. 

“Washing machines will drain into 
sewers easily,” Hall said, “but they 
won’t work in a septic tank. This just 
isn’t right.” 

Hall said provisions of the new 
code may force appliance shops to 
hire their own plumbers for such in- 
stallations. Under the present code, 
plumbers put in the pipes and water 
connections, then the appliance men 
hook up the washer. 

Under the new code, plumbers will 
install any appliance that has a water 
connection. These include garbage dis- 
poser units and electric dishwashers. 
Hunt explains that the City code was 
last revised in 1935, before such con- 
veniences were on the market. 

Homeowners will be permitted to 
do their own installations, under the 
new law, provided they meet city 
specifications. 

County Sanitarian William Dunn 
said the city’s position on the health 
situation is correct. According to 
Dunn, soapy water poured on the 
ground clogs soil pores and hardens 
the surface of the ground.

Proper Packaging Of 
Poultry Helps, But No 
Refrigeration Substitute 


WILMINGTON, Dela.—While pack- 
aging for fresh poultry is important, 
it is no substitute for proper refrig- 
eration, Herbert Nagel of the Du 
Pont Film Dept.’s technical service 
section, warned recently. 


He said fresh poultry, if packaged 
within 24 hours after processing, can 
be held in a refrigerated display case 
for two or three days at tempera- 
tures between 32 and 38° F. 


Fresh poultry, he declared, needs 
a transparent film like 450 LSAT 
cellophane, which is semi-moisture- 
proof with a high degree of gas 
permeability, for two reasons. 


One is that fresh poultry tends to 
slime and mold in a fully moisture- 
proof film during its normal two or 
three days of shelf life. The sccond 
is that odors tend to build up that 
are offensive to many customers even 
though they may not indicate spoil- 
age. This problem is overcome by 
perforating the cellophane with two 
or three 4-in. holes, Nagel pointed 
out.

O-Matic” air-acetylene soldering torch 
and the Velocity-Power Driver with 
permanent spall shield, will be fea- 
tured exhibits at the Velocity Power 
Tool Co., booth 502.

The “Halide Leak Detector,” formal 
name of this attachment, consists of 
a gasketed metal saddle, a two-turn 
helix of copper rod, and a rubber 
sampling tube. Acetylene passing 
through the Torch-O-Matic barrel 
creates a venturi effect, and the re- 
sulting vacuum in the sampling tube 
draws in a sample of air suspected 
of containing halogenated gas. 

Any halogenated gas in the air 
mixture decomposes as the acetylene 
burns. The products of this decompo- 
sition, striking the hot copper helix, 
which is suspended in the outer cone 
of the acetylene flame, impart a dis- 


tinctive color to the flame, ranging 
from a faint rose for very small halo- 
gen concentrations to an intense pur- 
ple for the largest concentrations. 

This color thus indicates to the 
operator the concentration of halo- 
genated gas, and within a few sec- 
onds he can locate the source of leak- 
age. 

Laboratory studies with ‘“Freon-12” 
(dichlorodifluoromethane) show that 
the detector responds dependably to 
concentrations of as little as 200 parts 
per million—0.02% by volume. 

A permanent spall shield is a new 
feature of the Velocity Power Driver, 
cartridge-actuated tool for driving 
studs into concrete or steel. The spall 
shield contains a movable section that 
can be swung out of the way for 
close-to-the-wall jobs.

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‘Service’ Advertising 
Standards Set Up By 
Cincinnati Newspapers 


CINCINNATI—-Acting individually, 
the three major daily Cincinnati 
newspapers have set up television and 
radio service advertising standards 
which ban use of any price in such 
advertising. 

The newspapers recently sent serv- 
ice firms copies of the standards 
which, in effect, prohibit “any refer- 
ence to price,”’ any reference to “sav- 
ing” or under-selling claims, and 
“any mention of percentages of sav- 
ings.” 

George Young, manager of the local 
Better Business Bureau, said the 
agency had received many complaints 
from the public. 

“While there was by no means 
evidence of a wholesale disregard for 
ethical advertising,”’ he said, “it was 
obvious that an unpleasant situation 
was steadily coming to fruition in the 
television repair service business.” 

It was indicated that the news- 
papers took action to halt this trend 
before it developed to such an extent 
that it would be difficult to curtail. 

Many television repair firms ad- 
vertised city-wide service, day or 
night, at prices ranging from “a 
high $3.50 to a ridiculous $1.95 a 
call,” it was said. However, in some 
cases, the BBB asserted, customers 
were charged from $6.50 to more than 
$30 and advertising of “day and 
night” and “city-wide” service proved 
false. 

Newspapers said the main com- 
plaint was that prices were being 
charged which were “far in excess of 
any price mentioned in the ads.”

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Taking Drawing Board Along Helps Commercial 
Salesmen Make Layouts and Close Sales Faster 


Dealer’s Draw-Against-Commission Pay Plan 
Has Feature That Minimizes Price Cutting 


TOLEDO — Should a commercial 
refrigeration distributor set up pro- 
tected territories for his salesmen? 


How should he compensate his 
salesmen? 


Should the distributor maintain a 
drafting department? 

Should his sales force be depart- 
mentalized ? 

Here is how one firm, Davison As- 
sociates, Inc. here, handles these and 
other problems, as explained by Ken 
Tyler, sales manager. 

The company currently employs six 
salesmen. Two have been with the 
firm 16 years, one eight years, and 
one six years. The other two are com- 
parative newcomers. 

Davison’s has a combination open 
and closed territory setup. Three 
country territories are closed but 
the city of Toledo is open to all sales- 
men. 

Floor duty is on a rotating basis, so 
that each salesman spends one day 
a week on the floor as a rule. Floor 
men are credited with leads that 
come into the store. 


The company does not have a de- 
partmentalized operation, as some 
commercial firms do. All the men 
sell all the equipment handled by the 
concern. 


“We don’t try to make specialists 
out of our men,” Tyler said in ex- 
plaining Davison’s thinking on this 
point, “because salesmen tend to 
follow the line of least resistance. 


That is, they want to sell what is 
selling best at any particular time. It 
would be unfair to tell them that 
they cannot sell the ‘hot’ items.” 


The salesmen are required to report 
in to the store at 8 a.m. each day. 
This would not apply, of course, if a 
salesman covering a country territory 
is at some distant point. Sales meet- 
ings are held every Saturday (a day 
on which the firm does a lot of busi- 
ness, incidentally). 

Salesmen are also required to file 
a daily report. This is done on a 
standard Frigidaire form. 

On the front of the 11 in. by 8% in. 
form, the salesman records informa- 
tion on “Prospects Contacted Today.” 
There are spaces for the name and 
address of the prospect, source if 
new or number of contract if old, 
where contacted (home or store), 
type of sale (replacement or new), 
results of interview (present equip- 
ment, competition, model interested 
in, etc.), date of next appointment, 
and model sold. 

The upper portion of the back of 
the form is headed ‘Follow-Up Calls 
on New and Old Users.” Here there 
are spaces in which to _ indicate 
whether the user is new or old, name 
and address, product and date in- 
stalled, report of user satisfaction, 
and names and addresses of prospects 
secured. 

The lower portion is for a summary 
of the day’s activity. This is divided 
into three sections where results on

“Contacts,” “Prospects Secured,” and 
“Sales Made” are totaled up. 

Another “must” is that the sales- 
men do their own layouts. While 
some distributors have drafting de- 
partments, Davison’s men are trained 
to do this themselves. 

“Our men take their drawing 
boards with them and make layouts 
right on the job,” Tyler explained. 
“This gives the customer more con- 
fidence that the salesman knows his 
problems. 

“Furthermore, the customer is im- 
pressed when he gets a drawing right 
away. Also, it means we can get the 
order while the competition is send- 
ing dimensions and other data back 
to the factory.” 

Davison’s men are paid on a draw- 
against-commission basis. In addition, 
those who are “producers” get com- 
pany cars and a car allowance. 
Asked what he meant by “producers,” 
Tyler replied with a grin: “Those who 
don’t get too far behind in their 
draw.” 

Commissions are paid on the basis 
of the difference between total costs

(equipment, installation, service, and 
all other expenses connected with the 
job) and the selling price. 

“This is the greatest incentive in 
the world to keep salesmen from giv- 
ing your equipment away,” Tyler de- 
clared. “It hurts and they think 
twice before they give away their 
own money in the form of price con- 
cessions.” 

Salesmen get their commissions on 
each job as they are paid for, rather 
than on a regular periodic basis. 

The company does not attempt to 
check the activities of its salesmen 
“too closely,” according to Tyler, who 
added: “They can go as far as they 
like and stay as long as they like as 
long as they bring in the business.” 

In Tyler’s opinion, it takes at least 
five years for a man to become well- 
grounded in the commercial refriger- 
ation business. When a new man joins 
the firm, the company doesn’t try to 
jam a lot of information into him in 
a hurry, Tyler noted. 

Rather, under Tyler’s guidance, he 
starts out by specializing on a partic- 
ular product, such as ice cubers or 
reach-ins. Then, as he becomes more 


salesmen’s cars. 


familiar with the business, he begins 
selling other types of equipment. 

“A new man can’t absorb every- 
thing at once,” Tyler said. “He learns 
as he goes along and as things come 
up day by day. I've been in this busi- 
ness 16 years and I’m still learning 
a lot every day.” 

One somewhat unusual aspect of 
the Davison operation is that em- 
ployes can buy company stock. This 
serves as an incentive to the sales- 
men, as do the various factory and 
firm sales contests in which they take 
part. 

A group hospitalization plan is 
available through the company. Tyler 
has found that offering such a plan is 
a greater inducement to get good 
salesmen than larger commissions. 
“Men are more security minded these 
days,” he observed. 

Company personnel also includes 
15 installation and servicemen. Davi- 
son’s maintains a fleet of 12 trucks 
and cars for salesmen and servicemen.

“Start Early, Keep Track 
Of Daily Stopping Point” 


“I'd say that the first good rule for 
seeing the All-Industry Show the 
right way is to be sure to get to bed 
at a reasonably early hour,” says a 
Chicago service contractor. 

“In order to cover all of the ex- 
hibits you want to see, you’ve got 
to get an early start,” says this 
veteran showgoer. “Furthermore, the 
booths are likely to be better manned 
in the early part of the Show hours, 
and those manning the exhibits will 
be fresher and more agreeable to 
answering your questions. 

“What we've done at previous 
Shows is to start down one aisle and 
work along until the closing hour, or 
until we’re ready to quit. Then we 
mark on the program or map of the 
exhibit hall just where we stopped, 
and pick up there again the next day. 

“Be sure you have something in 
which to put all the literature, specifi- 
cations sheets, souvenir gadgets, and 
other items you pick up at the booths. 
Otherwise you'll have to ‘unload’ your 
pockets every so often.” 

What does this service contractor 
want to see in the various exhibits? 

“For the refrigeration serviceman, 
I'd say educational exhibits are the 
most interesting, and the ones with 
working cutaway models are the best. 
If the exhibitors are just showing 
the same products as they have on 
display at the wholesaler’s place of 
business, there’s not much point in 
my looking over their exhibit. How- 
ever, if they have an engineer or 
service expert on hand to answer 
questions, it can prove very useful.”

"Three Methods Outlined 
For Best Coverage’ 


To utilize his time to the best ad- 
vantage, the All-Industry Showgoer 
can make use of one of three differ- 
ent “approaches” in seeing the All-In- 
dustry Exposition, believes G. E. “Ed” 
Graff, sales manager of Ranco, Inc. 

Since he has seen all of the All- 
Industry Expositions, as well as many 
other trade shows, Ed Graff can 
qualify as something of an expert. 

Here are his suggestions on the 
three best methods from which the in- 
dividual can make his own choice 
for the most advantageous tour of 
the exhibit hall: 

(1) When the visitor first gets to 
the Show, he makes the “Grand 
Tour,” walking through all of the 
aisles, and seeing all of the exhibits. 
On this trip the Show visitor should 
take notes on the exhibits which he 
wishes to look over in leisurely fashion. 
The note should be quickly taken, but 
should provide the kind of informa- 
tion that can be readily checked later. 

(2) Second method, From your 
trade publication, obtain a list of ex- 
hibitors at the Show, and any inform- 
ation made available on what each 
exhibitor plans to exhibit. List or 
check on the floor plan the ones in 
which you’re most interested. See 
those on this list first. But be sure 
to give yourself time for an over-all 
look at the Show, so that you won't 
miss anything. 

(3) Third method. Some veteran 
trade showgoers like to enter the ex- 
hibit hall, go right through to the 
back or one side, and then work back 
towards the entrance. Psychology of 
this, apparently, is that you'll get a 
better idea of how your “time” is 
running on seeing the Show, and 
avoid missing anything in the “far 
reaches” of the exhibit hall. But it’s 
a rather hit-and-miss method, and the 
visitor’s time may run out on him.

"Pre-Show Itinerary Will 
Save Valuable Time’ 


“Get as much information as you 
can about the Show beforehand and 
then make a list of things to see and 
do before you register at the Show,” 
advises Jim Downs, head of Refrig- 
eration Supplies, Cleveland whole- 
saler of refrigeration supplies. 

“Make a list of the exhibits and 
people you want to see—and check 
them off as you get them done. This 
can save you a lot of time and effort. 

“If you want to talk at some 
length with any of the individuals 
manning the booths, try to get that 
person to set up a special interview 
for you outside of Show hours, or at 
some time when the exhibits are open 
that is likely to have light traffic.” 

Another point brought up by Downs 
was the desirability of bringing 
something to the exhibit hall in which 
to carry off the larger number of 
pieces of literature, souvenir items, 
and other things made available at 
the various booths. While large en- 
velopes or similar carrying devices 
are often furnished by exhibitors, the 
showgoer is on the safe side if he 
has a brief case or some other carry- 
all device which he has_ brought 
along.

(The eighth All-Industry Refrigeration & Air Conditioning 
Exposition promises to be the greatest and best attended Show in 
the history of the event. But there are some who believe that both 
the exhibitors and the “usual” class of attendees—wholesalers, dis- 
tributors, and installation and service contractors— aren’t getting the 
most they could from the Show if they fail to bring some of their 
customers with them. The following article tells why and how the 
“customer’’—the ultimate user of the product—should see the Show. 
It was prepared by Ed Greif of the firm of Banner & Greif, specialists 
in the publicizing and promotion of trade shows, and recognized as 
authorities on trade shows and their uses.) 


The 8th All-Industry Refrigeration 
& Air Conditioning Exposition will be 
the greatest the industry has ever 
seen. There will be more exhibitors, 
more products, more equipment, more 
visitors, bigger displays than the in- 
dustry ever has seen in the past. 
Small wonder, too. When in the past 
has the industry been so alive as it 
is today? 

In many financial circles, the air 
conditioning and refrigeration indus- 
try is being called the key industry of 
the country—the one that will hold 
the line if another depression develops 
—the industry that will pull the 
country out of any slump. Editorials 
are being written on the subject, 
columnists and television comedians 
joke about it, financial writers analyze 
it. There is an excitement about our 
industry that never existed before. 

What does this mean in terms of 
own business? What is its meaning 
in terms of sales volume? 


The trend means this: If we take 
advantage of all the interest, of 
all the talk, of all the excitement, the 
next two years will produce sales 
that are undreamed of right now. 
Equipment at the show will be 
new, brand new. There will be more 
new products at the Cleveland show 
than have ever been gathered under 
one roof before in our industry. Get 
that message over to your customers! 
Every exhibitor, wholesaler, con- 
tractor, or dealer must start right 
now to make certain that his im- 
portant customers and prospects get 
to see those displays. 

A show is three-dimensional, it is 
real. During the two years between 
shows, you can talk about equipment, 
photograph it, describe it, sketch it, 
or show it in printed form. But dur- 
ing the week of the show—one week 
out of 104—-your customer can see the 
machine, he can touch it, work it, 
take it apart, and tinker with it. 

It is not enough that you alone see 
and work the equipment. Your cus- 
tomer and prospect must be there, 
too. A show can be a big success, a 
smash hit, crowds can throng the 
aisles, the industry can get a big push, 
but unless YOUR customers are there 
to get the benefit of the displays, 
what good does it do YOU? 

Here are a few friendly tips for 

getting your customers to Cleveland. 
You will have even better ideas your- 
self, but this list may be of some 
help. ; 
1. Get out a mailing to every im- 
portant customer and tell him to 
meet you in Cleveland. Give him some 
idea of what he can expect to see. 
Emphasize all the new equipment. 

2. Arrange to meet him in Cleve- 
land. If you will participate in an ex- 
hibit, tell him the booth number. If 
not, let him know at which hotel you 
will be staying. A definite appoint- 
ment, at a particular spot, is best of 
all. 

3. Remind him to make his hotel 
reservation now. There will be a 
shortage of top-grade rooms during 
the show. Those who make reserva- 
tions earliest will get the choicest 
rooms. For reservations, your cus- 
tomer should write to:

4. Urge your salesmen to mention 
the show. Every sales or service call 
should include some reference to it. 
“See us in Cleveland” is the way to 
make a friend out of a prospect. Keep 
reminding your sales force of the 
necessity of mentioning the show 
right up to the show dates. These are 
the critical and most fruitful weeks. 

5. Put the show stickers on all 
your mail. It brightens up the letter 
and calls attention to your part in

6. If you are planning any printed 
pieces between now and show time, 
ask the printer to include a mention 
of the exposition. Every reminder 
helps. 

7. Let your prospects and cus- 
tomers know the names of all mem- 
bers of your firm who will be in Cleve- 
land and where they can be located. 
If possible, find out in advance what 
plans your customers have made for 
their visit, so that you can look them 
up. 

8. Don’t think every reminder has 
to be expensive. A two-cent postcard 
can be effective, and most other ef- 
forts cost even less. 

9. For your more important cus- 
tomers, suggest that they send a 
“team” out. Most important compa- 
nies cover an exposition that way. 
The advantage to them (and to you) 
is that they can gather around the 
product, rather than a conference 
table. A decision can be made right 
on the spot. They can compare, they 
can test, and they can order, right in 
Cleveland. 

10. Have confidence in the prod- 
ucts you sell. Encourage comparison. 
Your customer will make comparisons 
anyway, whether he comes to the 
show or not. The advantage of having 
him in Cleveland is that you can show 
him how your own equipment is 
superior by actually demonstrating it 
on the spot. The equipment answers 
his questions and his doubts. You can 
never hope to talk as eloquently as 
your own product. 

11. Planned entertainment for your 
good customers and prospects is fre- 
quently a good idea. But don’t think 
you have to go overboard on enter- 
tainment. Your customers are busy 
men who have work to do, and only 
a few short days to do it. If you 
show them how their businesses can 
operate more efficiently at less cost, 
they'll thank you for it. Who ever 
got thanked for a hangover? 

12. Above all, remember this: The 
show is a great selling opportunity. 
It won’t happen again for two long 
years. Every effort you put into get- 
ting your customers and prospects to 
the show will repay itself many times 
over.

Various Factors Can Cause 
Motor Starter To Fail 


Improper location and tampering 
can be sources of troubles in motor 
starters, points out Allis-Chalmers 


Mfg. Co. 


One starter, mounted on a wall ad- 
jacent to a furnace, was subjected to 
considerable heat, causing the over- 
load relay to trip. Another starter 
was on a wall which vibrated severe- 
ly. The vibration frequently tripped 


the overload relays. 


Locations subject to heavy, abra- 
sive dust can result in the starter’s 
becoming clogged unless dust-proof 
enclosures are provided, the company 


also cautions. 


Tampering with a starter to pre- 
vent it from tripping on overload 
ean result in burning out the motor 


it was intended to protect. 


On smaller systems low voltage is 
a ‘common source of trouble. Low 
voltage that occurs while the motor 
is running will result in the motor’s 
drawing a higher current and fre- 
quent tripping of the overload relay 


will take place. 


This may even result in the weld- 
ing and freezing of the contacts, 
which can also happen due to low 


voltage at starting. 


Correct Cause of Failure 
Before Replacing Units 


In a recent service bulletin Tecum- 
seh Products Co. declared that many 
compressors which failed did so as 
the result of conditions in the system 
rather than defects in the compressor 
itself. This, of course, affects the war- 
ranty on the compressor. 

If the condition of the system which 
led to compressor failure is not cor- 
rected, it will probably be necessary 
to keep on replacing compressors, the 
company warns. 

“Many compressors are returned to 
us that are rusty or copper plated, 
indicating moisture or water,” ex- 
plains T. S. Pendergast of Tecumseh. 

“Others are scored on most bear- 
ings and pistons, indicating operation 
with the oil level too low. Still others 
have the discharge valves broken 
with broken parts on top of the 
piston, having fallen through the suc- 
tion valve ports, ruining all the parts. 

‘“‘We have seen several compressors 
of late with all machined surfaces 
discolored and with the oil turned to 
a dark brown sludge. This is an in- 
dication of excessive use of soldering 
flux or acid in most cases. 

“When looking at compressors such 
as those mentioned above, we wonder 
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what was done to clean and dry the 
system at the time the new replace- 
ment compressor was installed. 

“We suggest that compressors be 
examined for metal worn from parts, 
indications of moisture, acid, and dis- 
colored oil and parts. This can be 
done by removing a cylinder head, 
the base plate, or sump, or by drain- 
ing some oil into a glass and examin- 
ing it.” 

Best solution, he suggests, would 
be to discharge and thoroughly clean 
and dry the system before installing 
a replacement compressor. If the 
condition of the system doesn’t seem 
to warrant this, “we recommend that 
a combination filter and drier be in- 
stalled in the suction line and a new 
drier in the liquid line. 

“There are available large drier 
shells that will take two cartridges. 
There should be a cotton filter core 
and a drier core in the shell with the 
filter ahead of the drier to protect 
it. Leave this filter-drier on for a 
few days or permanently. The pres- 
sure drop is very small. 

“If you find any broken discharge 
valves, check the expansion valves 
and remove all danger of flooding 
liquid refrigerant back through the 
suction line. Oil pumping excessively 
is about the only thing that breaks 
compressor valves.” 


Correction 


Readers and author of the “Slant” 
on capillary tubes which appeared in 
the Sept. 21 issue were no doubt con- 
fused by the reference to a ‘“l4¢-in.

Converting Conditioner To Dehumidifier and Installing Packaged Unit 
Outdoors Are Just 2 Unusual Projects Tried by This Akron Contractor 


AKRON, Ohio — Ingenious applica- 
tions of air conditioning and refrig- 
eration equipment have netted the 
Dan H. Willis Co. here an enviable 
reputation. 

How many contractors would 
deliberately pull the condensing units 
from a group of package air condi- 
tioners to hook up a remote system 
instead ? 

Or substitute two small com- 
pressors for the standard one in the 
machine compartment of a 3-ton con- 
ditioner ? 

Or install a package unit outdoors 
on the roof of a building exposed to 
all weather conditions? 

Or convert a packaged conditioner 
into a king-size dehumidifier? 

That sort of thing is taken in stride 
by Dan Willis, who’s been a Carrier 
distributor here for years. This doesn’t 
mean that the firm devotes its time 
exclusively to such unusual opera- 
tions, for it has a long record of con- 
ventional installations. It does signify, 
however, that the Willis organization 
“takes on all comers.” 


Willis Did Some Pioneering 


Dan H. Willis, who heads the firm, 
has been in the refrigeration business 
a long time—since 1927, in fact, 
when he became a distributor of 
household and commercial refrig- 
erators. 

The Depression and repossessions 
ended that phase, but shortly there- 


distributor of commercial refrigera- 
tion, air conditioning, and heating. 

“We installed the first packaged 
air conditioners in Akron,” Willis re- 
calls. “In 1937 we put two such 
units in restaurants here. They’re still 
running, too. The year before,” he 
adds, “we put in the first room units 
in the city. One went into a dentist’s 
office, the other in the office of a 
rubber broker.” 

Willis also did some pioneering a 
few years later when he began as- 
sembling large water-chiller pack- 
ages for the local rubber companies. 
It was in 1943, he says, when they de- 
vised the first such assembly, which 
combines on a single frame a large 
condensing unit (or units) and a 
chiller which can be installed with 
a minimum of labor. 

Although some manufacturers have 
since produced similar units, Willis is 
still turning out packaged chillers in 
his own shop. 

Always interested in air condition- 
ing, Willis finds it is representing an 
ever-increasing share of his opera- 
tion. 

“Our air conditioning business this 
year is running 75% ahead of last 
year,” Willis explains. 

This increase, he also indicated, is 
more than taking up the slack caused 
by the decreasing volume in the heat- 
ing end of his business. 

‘I think anyone in this climate 
should be in both heating and cool- 
“This lets the con- 


tractor keep his mechanics and engi- 
neers busy the year around, and it’s 
a mighty big help in meeting over- 
head during the winter months.” 

The recent declines in his heating 
business, Willis explained, is due to 
the estimated 80% saturation here- 
abouts of gas conversion burners. 
The peak year in gas conversion sales 
was 1946, but they’ve been easing off 
since then, he said. 

Discussing some of his unusual 
methods of using air conditioning 
equipment, Willis first recalled the 
system installed for the Akron, Can- 
ton & Youngstown Railroad Co. in 
its headquarters office building in 
downtown Akron. This is a seven- 
story structure completely air con- 
ditioned. 

Area on each floor is rather small, 
so the entire system totals up to 47% 
tons. 

The installation for the first floor 
is strictly conventional. There’s a 
7\%-hp. Carrier package unit con- 
nected to ductwork which pipes the 
conditioned air to the spaces being 
served. 

At first glance, the systems serv- 
ing the other floors look pretty con- 
ventional, too. Standing in the hall 
of the second through the sixth floors 
are what appear to be standard 
Carrier 5-hp. package units. On the 
seventh floor there are two such 
units, the extra one being required to 
meet the load from the flat roof of

and blower. But an abrupt surprise 
awaits anyone who removes the panel 
of the machine compartment on these 
upper floor units—for the machine 
compartment is empty, except for a 
refrigerant drier and a Barber-Cole- 
man control. 

Instead of installing these seven 
units as originally designed, Willis 
removed the condensing units. Re- 
frigerant piping was then run from 
the “packages” to two 20-hp. con- 
densing units located in a basement 
machinery room. Here also is a large 
Carrier evaporative condenser serv- 
ing both compressors. 

Why do it this way? 

“There were several reasons for 
that,” Willis says. “For this job 
it was better to have a centrally 
located compressor. Normally this 
would call for ceiling type air- 
handling units on each floor. 


Had Buyer for Smaller Units 


“At that time, however, during the 
period of material shortages that fol- 
lowed the war, we could not obtain 
such units. We did have the package 
conditioners, and also, we had a 
buyer for the smaller condensing 
units in these conditioners.” 

This job, by the way, continues to 
give highly satisfactory performance, 
according to Willis. 

Just recently, the installation of 
3-hp. Carrier package unit called 
for changes as drastic as those for 


the office building job. This unit was 


to provide air conditioning for a 
residence in an Akron suburb where 
the community obtains its current 
from a municipal power plant. 

“There just wasn’t enough power 
available at the residence to operate 
the 3-hp. machine,’ comments Dan 
H. Willis, Jr., who joined his father 
in the business two years ago. 

“So we pulled out the 3-hp. con- 
densing unit and replaced it with two 
1-hp. units arranged for sequence 
starting. This arrangement lets the 
units start one at a time and thus 
overcomes the power probtem.

The two units were neatly in- 
stalled in the machine compartment, 
as shown in the accompanying pic- 
ture. 


Installs Air Conditioner on 
Roof of Adjoining Building 


An equally unusual solution was 
devised for a problem in air condi- 
tioning which arose when two doc- 
tors decided they needed air condi- 
tioning for their offices and laborato- 
ries in a downtown office building. 

The Willis firm calculated that a 
3-hp. system was required to meet 
the load in the space occupied by 
Drs. E. W. Caulfield and R. G. Mc- 
Cready. A 3-ton package unit (and 
ductwork) were the obvious answer. 

But there wasn’t any room for the 
unit. 

This didn’t stump the Willis engi- 
neers, for they simply installed the 
unit on the roof of an adjoining 
building and ran the supply and re- 
turn air ducts through a glass block 
window. To do this it was necessary 
to rotate the fan section of the con- 
ditioner 90°. 

Such units aren’t designed for out- 


door installation, so to protect it from 
the weather, it was given a heavy ap- 
plication of automobile undercoating. 
Like most units located in conven- 
tional places, it requires seasonal

Contractor Solves Some Unusual Problems --

start-up and shut-down. It’s been 
operating three years now without 
giving any unusual problems. 

“We've installed quite a number 
of package units in addition to larger 
equipment for the rubber companies 
here in Akron,” Willis also pointed 
out. “Some of these have required 
considerable changes, especially those 
air conditioning special laboratories.” 

Heating coils have been added to 
some units, humidity controls to 
others. Some jobs have been equipped 
with reheating for closer control over 
humidity. 

These latter jobs use the Carrier 
method of reheat where hot condenser 
discharge water provides the heat for 
reheating when humidity conditions 
call for it. 


Package Units Perform 
As Dehumidifiers 


For certain laboratories in the 
rubber companies the Willis company 
has also converted packaged air con- 
ditioners so that they function as 
giant dehumidifiers and do not neces- 
sarily lower the dry bulb temperature. 

Quite recently the company in- 
stalled a 5-ton Carrier unit equipped 
with the reheat coil for an electrical 
distributor who concentrates on radio 
and television research. 

This distributor combines his office 
with his home, and the air conditioner 
serves the office during the day, the 
home at night, this changeover being 
done manually. 

Provision for reheat on this job 
was made because part of the office 
force wanted dehumidification only, 
not cooling. The rest of the office area 
and house get straight air condition- 
ing from the unit. 

This part-time or partial cooling of 
homes, by the way, can bring prob- 
lems in itself, the elder Willis points 
out. 

“We have installed some jobs pro- 
viding cooling of just part of the 
house and we've had to make the 


customer understand just exactly 
what the installation can and cannot 
do. 


People Expect Perfection 
From $2,000 Residential Job 


“We learned the hard way that we 
have to put this in writing. The aver- 
age person expects perfection in an 
air conditioning system that costs 
him only $2,000,” Willis said. 

This may become increasingly im- 
portant because Willis expects more 
and more homes to be air condi- 
tioned. 

“There has been much greater inter- 
est in residential air conditioning this 
year, even in those jobs where the 
installation of ductwork costs 50% 
or more of the cost of the unit,” he 
said. ‘Last year we installed two 
complete year-round residential sys- 
tems. This year we've put in at 
least five so far.” 

The Willis organization’s experience 
in both heating and cooling (besides 
distributing Carrier, the firm also 
wholesales Iron Firemen and other 
heating and allied lines), should serve 
it well in residential air conditioning. 


Doesn’t Sell Direct on 
New Home Construction 


“We don’t sell direct on new con- 
struction, however, but deal through 
sheet metal firms and plumbers,” 
Willis explained, adding that “we're 
wholesaling more equipment than 
we're selling at retail now.” 

For these outlets, Willis also makes 
available service and start-up con- 
tracts if the dealers lack their own 
refrigeration men. 

The Willis organization itself con- 
sists of 43 persons counting office em- 
ployes, mechanics, engineers, and 
salesmen. Two of the latter con- 
centrate on retail sales, the other two, 
on wholesale. 

Size of the firm is greatly increased 
from the beginning days when Willis 
started out in an old house on the 
main east-west thoroughfare in the 
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heart of Akron. And although the 
firm still occupies the house, it’s hard 
to recognize the place as such. 

In front of the old house is a large 
showroom with full windows on front 
and sides. Fluorescent lights and 16 
spotlights on the ceiling provide 
brilliant, eye-catching lighting at 
night to attract all passersby. In the 
display area are represented the 
various lines he handles, including a 
year-round Carrier conditioner hooked 
up and operating. 

First and second floors of what was 
formerly the house provide office and 
work space and a meeting room. The 
basement is used for warehousing. 

An addition on the back of the 
house provides bin storage space for 
parts, and a large building on the 
rear of the next lot gives additional 
warehouse apace 4 and map area. 


Philadelphia’s Public Ledger Building Gets 
Air Conditioned Without Stopping Business 


PHILADELPHIA— While 3,500 em- 
ployes worked without interruption, 
and an estimated 16,000 callers passed 
through the building daily, installa- 
tion of “the biggest air conditioning 
system in Philadelphia’ has been 
completed in the Public Ledger build- 
ing at Independence Square. 

After a year of construction, the 
complete system recently went into 
operation in the 26-year-old building 
for the first time, it was announced 
jointly by J. Raymond Cheyney, oper- 
ating manager of the structure, and 
officials of Carrier Corp., which in- 
stalled the air conditioning and re- 
frigeration equipment. 

The building, a prominent insur- 
ance center, situated between Chest- 
nut St. and Sansom St. just west of 
Independence Hall, ranks with Chi- 
cago’s Standard Oil building and New 
York’s 80 Maiden Lane skyscraper as 
one of the nation’s largest existing 
structures ever to be completely air 
conditioning as an over-all project 
after construction. 

A year-round system, the air con- 
ditioning permits complete control of 
temperature and humidity in both 
summer and winter plus draftless air 
circulation and ventilation with elec- 
trostatically cleaned outside air, it 
was stated. 

Some 234,000 cu. ft. of air are dis- 
tributed through the building every 
minute by six large air conditioning 
units. These units supply the Carrier 
“Conduit Weathermaster” system 
serving the perimeter of the building, 
the interior system, the first floor 


system, and the Downtown Club. 

Almost three and a half miles of 
conduit duct distribute high velocity 
air to 1,364 Weathermaster units con- 
ditioning the exterior offices. Although 
it is a central station system, it gives 
the occupants “dial” control over their 
own weather. 

The companion system serving the 
interior offices supplies cool, clean air 
through 600 ceiling diffusers. Because 
of special high velocity design, hori- 
zontal distribution ducts are only 6 in. 
in depth, and finger ducts to each 
diffuser are only 3 in. in depth. 
Thus the need for large obtrusive 
ducts was eliminated. 

The building is cooled by three big 
Carrier centrifugal machines with a 
total capacity equal to the melting of 
3,000,000 Ibs. of ice a day. 

The machines supply chilled water 
for the central air conditioning ap- 
paratus and for the Weathermaster 
units as well. Some 270,000 gal. of 
water each hour are recirculated be- 
tween the refrigeration machine con- 
densers and a cooling tower on the 
roof. Here evaporation ceols this con- 
denser water allowing continual serv- 
ice with a minimum of waste. 

Despite the size of the installation, 
only 629 out of 400,000 sq. ft. of rent- 
able office are. are required for air 
conditioning equipment. 

In contrast to sweltering summer 
heat outside, Public Ledger building 
occupants will be able to enjoy indoor 
temperatures of 76 to 78° F., with a 
relative humidity of less than 50%, 
Carrier said.

Question: 


We just replaced a compressor on 
a household refrigerator. We get the 
evaporator down to zero, but it jumps 
up to 20° in a matter of a few min- 
utes. It is a cap tube job using 
“Freon-114."” We draw a back pres- 
sure of about 20 inches. What gives? 


Answer: 


Your letter was dated August 25, 
and on that day the temperature in 
your location must have been close 
to 100°. So the first thing that comes 
to mind is that there may be nothing 
wrong with the unit; but that the 
quick rise in the evaporator temper- 
ature may have been due to a heavy 
heat load on the evaporator. 

This might not be entirely due to 
the hot weather itself, but it may 
be adding to some other condition 
that increases the heat load on the 
evaporator. It may not have had 
noticeable effect until the hot weather

Refrigeration Problems 


and their solution

came along. Weather such as we have 
been having really shows up weak- 
nesses in refrigerating equipment 
that get by in normal weather. 

For example, the door gasket may 
be flattened, or the latch or hinges 
may be loose, thus letting in an ex- 
cessive amount of hot, moist air. In 
normal summer weather the unit may 
be able to handle the extra load and 
still maintain good temperatures; but 
not on 100° days. 

Also check the rear of the cabinet; 
there may be some poor fits there that 
are letting in an excessive amount of 
hot, moist air. An excessive amount 
of moisture can require a lot of re- 
frigerating capacity to condense out 
of the air and freeze into frost or 
ice. 

Then too, in a hot spell, the heat 
leakage on the cabinet is great, es- 
pecially if there is some canning 
going on in the kitchen. Hot foods 
and hot dishes are apt to introduce 
more heat into the refrigerator than 
on normal days. 

Also, do not overlook the ice cubes. 
Cold drinks are in extraordinary de- 
mand, thus throwing extra load on 
the refrigerator evaporator. 

Excessive heat load may not be 
the + reason ) for the rapid | rise in tem-

perature of the evaporator, but it is 
certainly a distinct possibility that 
should be checked before comdemn- 


ing the unit — especially during 
weather like you were having at that 
time. 


UNDERCHARGE OF 
REFRIGERANT 


However, the most probable cause 
of the quick rise in the temperature 
of the evaporator is an undercharge 
of refrigerant. You mention that the 
suction pressure is about 20 in. of 
vacuum. Presumably this is the suc- 
tion pressure at about cut-off. 

With “Freon-114,” this corresponds 
to an evaporator temperature of 
about -8°. You stated that it was 
about 0°. Some of the difference could 
be due to the thermometer not being 
able to read refrigerant temperature. 
Nevertheless, it sounds as if the evap- 
orator is not fully active even toward 
the end of the cycle. If this analysis 
is correct, the running cycles must be 


quite long, even during normal 
weather. 
Moreover, when the unit stops, 


there is little or no liquid left in the 
liquid line and capillary tube, so the 
hot gas from the condenser quickly

flows into the evaporator causing the 
evaporator to warm up more quickly 
than normally. 

With a normal charge of refrig- 
erant, there is some liquid left in the 
liquid line and capillary tube when 
the unit stops. This continues to flow 
into the evaporator, giving additional 


refrigeration, and also allowing 4 
little time for the condenser to cool 
before the liquid line and capillary 
tube are free of liquid. 

In changing the compressor, you 
probably lost some “Freon-114,” and 
did not add quite enough to make up 
for the loss. 


Analyzing Causes of Compressor Seal Leaks 


Question: 


A week ago, I put a new seal on 
a 1-hp. unit. The compressor had lost 
some oil through the seal, so I added 
oil enough to bring the compressor 
oil level back up. After I changed 
the seal, the compressor seemed free 
and ran OK until day before yester- 
day. Then the seal let go again and 
the compressor lost some more oil. 

I put on another seal and again 
added oil. The compressor was still 
free and I did not notice it being any 
noisier than it had been. It wasn’t 
bad though. Now the seal is leaking 
again, and the compressor seems a 
little tight. It hasn’t lost much oil this 
time but I can’t understand why I 
cannot get the seal to hold. 


Answer: 


From your letter, you apparently 
feel that the seal leaks caused the 
compressor to lose enough oil so that 
the compressor was damaged and is 
now tight as a result of the damage 
by lack of lubrication. 

It is much more likely that the seal 
leaks were not the cause of the 
trouble, but instead are the visible 
effects of the real cause, which lies 
inside the compressor. 

If you take the compressor off and 
open it, you will probably find that 
the oil is very dirty, and has cuttings 
or other fine particles in it. If you 
will examine this material, you can 
probably determine where it came 
from. 

The fact that the compressor has 
not been very noisy does not neces- 
sarily indicate that the dirt in the 
oil did not come from worn bearings, 
bushings, or eccentrics. Moreover, 
you may find one or more of the 
pistons or cylinder walls badly worn. 
Iron dust from them may have 
caused the trouble, and their wear 
might not cause as much noise as a 
worn bearing, etc. 

A magnet will enable you to tell 
if the particles are iron, or if they 
of some non-magnetic metals such as 
copper, brass, or babbitt. Or the parti- 
cles may be of some non-metallic 
material such as core sand from the 
compressor or other casting in the 
system. 

If it is a comparatively new instal- 
lation, the material in the oil may be 
just plain dirt from lines or from the 
low side; or it may be copper cuttings 
or copper dust. 

Gummy, sticky material could re- 
sult from breakdown of the oil due to 
excessive head temperatures or pres- 
sures, or from chemical causes. Has 
this system had alcohol in it? 

Whatever the foreign material is, 
it is the cause of the original and 
subsequent seal leaks. It worked over 
to the seal faces and cut them, caus- 
ing them to leak. Seal faces must be 
just about “Perfect,” and will show 


up the effects of cutting sooner than 
bearings; so a seal leak is often the 
signal that bearing trouble can be 
expected before long. 

Finally this material did cut the 
bearings enough to cause trouble; or 
stopped up an oil passage to a bear- 
ing, resulting in lack of lubrication to 
that bearing. 


SEAL LEAKS WERE EFFECT, 
NOT CAUSE 


So it was not a case of loss of oil 
due to seal leaks causing bearing 
trouble. Rather the seal leaks were 
caused by the condition that showed 
up in seal leaks first, but which 
eventually would have caused the 
compressor to stick, even if the seal 
had not leaked and no oil had been 
lost. 

Dirt, fine particles from wear, or 
sludges from chemical actions are 
the causes of more seal leaks than 
defects of the seals themselves.

Early in the game, a “Christmas 
tree” of controls was employed to 
cure inadequate and misapplied cool- 
ers and poorly designed distribution 
systems, etc., etc. Refrigeration 
manufacturers of necessity again had 
to train their dealers’ personnel in 
the application and service of their 
products in order to insure the suc- 
cessful and satisfactory operation of 
their equipment. 

It is one thing to cool a single room, 
office or small mercantile establish- 
ment. However, it is several things to 
completely “air condition” a home.

appliance dealers—ranges, refrigera- 
tors, washing machines, driers, etc.— 
who have added room coolers to their 
line. It has been interesting to ex- 
perience the feeling of a sizable per- 
centage, particularly those who are 
doing a good job, that they employ 
or plan to employ, different salesmen 
to handle coolers, The same goes for 
their service and installation person- 
nel. The observation is particularly 
enlightening since room coolers, par- 
ticularly the window units, are sold 
as plug-in equipment. 

Little imagination is required to 
realize the problems accompanying 
the sale, installation and service of 
complete air conditioning for the 
home. It seems glaringly apparent 
that the manufacturers of heating and 
cooling equipment should in some 
manner pool their efforts and repeat 
and augment their previous and cur- 
rent endeavors, in educating and 
training particularly, the installation 
and service personnel in the more 
complex problem of installing and 
maintaining the complete air condi- 
tioning equipment. 

Despite the quality and depend- 
ability of the mechanical equipment 
currently offered, that elusive condi- 
tion termed ‘‘comfort” cannot be at- 
tained if the distribution system is 
not accurately engineered and prop- 
erly installed. Therefore, a new craft 
must be conceived, which will prove 
to be much more competent and ver- 
satile than any similar antecedent. 
Accordingly, it is my humble observa- 
tion that the industries involved must 
“roll their own.”

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 2) 
the National Electrical Manufacturers 
Association. 

The Nema report said that 26 
manufacturers had sold 66,712 units 
in July, which is 26% below the good 
month they had in July last year. 

Of these 66,712 units, 65,408 were 
sold within the United States and 
1,304 were sold outside the United 
States. This is a 10% gain over June 
sales in the United States, but about 
a 55% decline in foreign sales. Cana- 
dian sales were down 59% and other 
foreign sales down 50%. 

Of the units sold within the United 
States, 49,481 were chests and 15,927 
were uprights. This is a gain of 38% 
in chest sales over June and a drop 
of 33% in upright sales. Where there 
were approximately two. uprights 
sold for every three chests in June, 
the ratio dropped to about one up- 
right for every four chests in July. 

Sales for the first seven months of 
the year are still far ahead of last 
year and any other previous year. The 
569,185 units sold this year is 24% 
better than last year.
